Do not feel bad about the twin leaf edge designs on the Fugio dollars. Nova 
Constellatio silver, the Washington half, and last, but not least, the 1783 
"Peace” medal. 


The edges of these coins tie them all together, but I can't quite figure 
the riddle out. From casual observation, all the edges appear very similar, but 
on the other hand, do not appear to have been made with the identical equip- 
ment. It may be that each was copied from the other, or that they were all 
made by the same person, or persons, and that each item represents the variance 
found in hand work. 


Apparently, all were made in this country, and most probably, in or around 
Philadelphia. We could probably get closer to a solution if we could see con- 
temporary newspapers of the period. I wonder where such a file could be found, 
if indeed, it still exists. 

I'll wager you now, that when we found out who struck one, we will know who 
trade them all. I have pinned the "Jefferson Head" Cents of 1795 on John Harper, 
-who was mixed up with some of the Jersey Cents and Peter uetz. That information 
was available all the time, but no one ever picked it up*

Confederatio, with large stars, is unknown, with the exception 
of Bolen’s struck copies. 

One more thing Eric, we are trying to make an offer on a 
small collection, on which we must work very close. In this 
collection are two of the so-called Fugio Patterns. I believe that 
they originated with Bushnell, and are so mentioned by Crosby. They 
are your #103-EE in both brass and silver, both pieces being almost 
perfect. If you are interested in purchasing these on a cash basis, 
please give us the highest figure you think they are worth to you 
so we can offer the estate 20$ less. Naturally, we need this 
information at the very earliest date.

I also have one of the 1792 Washington cents but the copper 
is partly peeled off and I thought you would prefer an elec- 
tro in better condition. 

I have never received the price list which you indicated 
would be sent to me of the convention sales. 

I also read that the new standard catalogue will have a comp- 
lete review of the colonial material and I suppose you have 
been working very hard on that situation. I merely want to 
record my enthusiasm and encouragement for all the work you 
have put in to it. 

Hollinbeck has just auctioned off, on October 31st, two 
Clinton's and a Washington Confederatio. I have examined 
them and find that they, as well as certain other of the col- 
onial rarities were from the 191*7 ANA sale and are genuine. 

One Clinton weighs 11:6 grains and the other weighs 11:9 grains. 
The Washington Confederatio has a weak reverse but is generally 
very readable except for a few letters. It weighs 132 grains 
and is in better condition than its picture as shown in the 
191:7 ANA catalogue • 

With respect to the Fugio pieces which you wish to buy in a 
collection, I have the 103-EE in silver. Poorly struck on 
the reverse. The very well struck pieces, Damon Douglas 
thinks, are restrikes and it is possible that that is true
